N the time of Divine ſervice, and Prayers in all Cathe- 
dral and Collegiate Churches,when there is no Commu- 
 nion, it ſhall be ſufficient to wear Surplices : ſaving thatall 
Deans, Maſters,or Heads of Collegiate Churches,Canons,and 
Prebendaries being Graduates, ſhall dayly at the times both 
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of Prayer, and Preaching, wear with their Surplices ſuch 
———_ as are agreeable to their degrees.

Notorious offenders not to be admitted to the Communion. 
NN? Miniſter thall in any wiſe admit to the receiving of the 

holy Communion, any of his Cure or Flock which be 
openly known to live in fin notorious, without Repentance.. 
Nor any who have maliciouſly, and openly cantended with 
their neighbours, untill they ſhall be reconciled : Nor any 
Church-wardens or Side. men, who,having taken their oaths 
to preſent to their Ordinaries all ſuch publick offences as 
they are particularly charged to enquire of their ſeveral Pa- 
riſhes, ſhall(notwithſtanding their faid oaths, and that their 
faithful diſcharging of them, as the cheif means whereby 
publick fin, and offences,may be reformed, and puniſhed) 
wittingly, and willingly,defperately, and irreligiouſly incur - 
the horrible crime of Perjury, either in neglefting or in re- 
fuſing to preſent ſuch of the ſaid enormiries, and publick of- 
fences, as they know themſelvs to be commirted in the faid 
Pariſhes, or are notoriouſly offenſive to the Congregation 
there : although they be urged by ſome of cheir neighbours, 
or by their Miniſter, or by their Ordinary himſelf, to dif- 
charge their conſciences by preſenting of them, and notto- 
incur ſo deſperately the faid horrible fin of Perjury.

The lawfult uſe of the Croſs in Baptiſm explained. | 
that his Majeſties moſt Princely care,

amongſt many other points, touching this one of the Croſs in 
Baptiſm, hath taken no better effe& with many:bur that ſtill 
the uſe of it in Baptiſm-is ſo greatly ſtuck at, & impugned. 
For the turther declaration therefore of the true uſe of this 
ceremony, and for the removing ofall ſuch ſcruple as might 
any way trouble the conſ{ciences of them who are indeed 
rightly religious, following the royal ſteps of our moſt wor- 
thy King, becauſe he therein followeth the Rules of the 
Scriptures, and the praftice of the Primitive Church : we do 
commend toall the true members of the Church of England, 
theſe our direCtions,and obſervations enſuing, 

Firſt, it is'to be obſerved; that although the Zews.and Eth.. 
nicks derided both the Apoſtles, and the reſt of che Chrifti- 
ans for preaching, and believing in him who was crucified 
upon the Croſs : yet all,both Apoſtles, and Chriſtians were 
fo far from being diſcouraged from their profeſſion by the 
wnominy of the croſs as they rather rejoyced,and triumphed 
in it. Yea,the Holy Ghoſt by the mouths of the Apoſtles did 
honour the name of the croſs ( being hateful among the. 
Fews) lo far,that under it he comprehended not only Chriſt 
crucified, but the force, effe&, and merits of his death, and 
Paſſion,withall the comforts, truits,and promiſes which we 
receive or expett thereby. 

Secondly,the honour,and dignity of the name of the croſs 
begat a reverend eſtimation even in the Apoſtles times(for 
| ought that is known to the concrary) obthe ſign of the crols, | 
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which the Chriſtians ſhortly after uſed in all their a&ions, 
thereby making an outward ſhew,and profeflion even to the 
aſtoniſhment of the Zews.that they were not aſhamed to ac- 
knowledge him for their Lord, and Saviour, who dyed for 
them upon the crols. And this fign they did not only uſe 
themſclvs with a kind of glory,when they met with any 7ews, 
but ſigned therewith their children when they were Chri- 
{tened,to dedicate them by that badge to his ſervice, whoſe 
benefits beſtowed upon them in Baptiſm, the name of the 
Creſs did repreſent. And this uſe of the fign of the croſs in 
Baptiſm was held in the Primitive Church , as well by the 
Greeks as the Latines, with one conſent, and great applauſe. 
At what time, 1f any had oppoſed themſelvs againſt it, they 
would certainly have been cenſured as enemies of the name 
of the croſs, and conſequently of Chriſt s merits, the ſign 
whereof they could no better indure. This continual.and ge- 
neral uſe of the fign of the croſs, is evident by many teſtimo- 
nies of the antient Fathers, 

Thirdly, it muſt be confeſſed, that in proceſs of time,the 
ſign of the croſs was greatly abuſed in the Church of Rome, 
eſpecially after that corruption of Popery had once poſletied 
ir. But the abuſe of a thing doth not take away rhe lawtull 
uſe of it. Nay, ſo far was it from che purpoſe of che Church 
of England;to forſake,and reje& the Churches of hal, France, 
Spain,Germany, or any ſuch like Churches, in all things which _ 
' they held, and pratiſed, that as the Apology of the Church 
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of England confeſſeth, it doth with reverence retain thoſe 
ceremonies which do neither endamage the Church of God, 
nor offend the minds of ſober men: and onely departed from 
them in thoſe particular points, wherein they were fallen 
both from themſelvs in their antient integrity,and from the 
Apoſtolical Churches which were their firſt founders, In 
which reſpe&, amongſt ſome other very ancient ceremonies, 
the ſign of the croſs in Baptiſm hath been retained in this 
Church, both by the judgment, and praftice of thoſe reve- 
rend Fathers, and great Divines, in the days of King Edward 
the ſixt, of whom ſome conſtantly ſuffered for the profeſſion 
of the truth :; and others being exil'd in the time of Queen 
| Mary, did after their return, in the beginning of the Reign 
of our late dread Sovereign, continually defend, and uſe the 
ſame. This reſolution.and praftice of our Church hath been 
allowed, and approved by the cenſure upon the Communion 
Book in King Edward the fixt his days, and by the harmony 
of confeſſion of later years : becauſe indeed, the uſe of this 
ſign in Baptiſm,was ever accompanied here withſuch ſuffici- 
ent cautions, and exceptions againſt all Popiſh ſuperſticion 
and error.as in the like caſes are either fit or convenient, 
Ficſt, the Church of England, ſince the aboliſhing of Po- 
pery,hath ever held, and taught, and fo doth hold and teach 
{till, that the fign of the croſs uſed in Baptiſm, is no part of 
the ſubſtance of that Sacrament For when the Miniſter dip- 
ping the Infant in Water, or laying Water upon the face of jc 
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(as.the manneralſo is) hath pronounced theſe words,] bap- 
tize thee in the Name of the F ather,and of the Son,and of the holy 
| Ghoſt, the infant 1s fully and pertefly baptized. So as the 
|  fignof thecrols being afterwards uſed;doth neither-add any 
thing to the vertue & pertetion of Baptiſm,nor being omit- 
ted,doth detraQt any thing from the efteft and ſubſtance of it. 

Secondly, it is apparent in the Communion Book, that 
the Infant baptized 1s by vertue of Baptiſm, before it , be 
ſigned with the fign of the croſs, received into the Congre- 
| gation of Chriſt's Hock as a perte& member thereof,and not 
by any power aſcribed unto the ſign of the croſs. So that 
the very remembrance of the croſs ; which is-very precious 
to all them that rightly believe 1n Feſu Chriſt, and in the 0- 
ther reſpe&s mentioned,the Church of England hath retein- 
ed till the fign of it in Baptiſm : following therein the Pri- 
mitive and Apoſtolical Churches, and accounting it a law- 
ful outward ceremony.and honourable badge, whereby the 
Infant is dedicated to the ſervice of him that died uporrthe - 
croſs.as by the words uſed in the Book of Common Prayer, 
It may appear. 

Laſtly, the uſe of the fign of the croſs in Baptiſm, being 
thus purged from all Popiſh ſuperſtition,and error, and re- 
duced to the Church of England, in the primary Inſtitution 
of it, upon thoſe true Rules of Doftrine concerning things 
indifferent, which are conſonant tothe Word of God, and 
8 . the judgments of all the antient Fathers: We hold it the part 
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of every private man,both Miniſter and other, reverently to 
. retain the true uſe of it preſcribed by publick Authority ; 
conſidering that things of themſelves indifferent,do- in ſome 
fort alter their natures, when they are either commanded or 
forbidden by a lawful Magiſtrate : and-may not be omitted 
at every man's pleaſure contrary to the Law, when they be 
commanded ,nor uſed when they are prohibited,

We do require, and charge every ſuch perſon ſeduced as a-

And if he be no Preacher, or not ſuch a Preacher, then he 
Shall procure, 1t he can poflibly, ſome that are Preachers ſo 
qualified, to take pains with them for that purpoſe.

Nevery Pariſh Church, and Chapel, within this Realm, 

Shall be provided one parchment Book at the charge of 
the Pariſh, wherein shall be written the day and year of 
every-Chriſtning, Wedding, and Burial, which have been in 
the Pariſh fince the time that the Law was firſt made in that 
behalf, fo far as the antient Book thereof can be procured, 
bur eſpecially fince the beginning of che Reign of the late 
Queen. And for the ſafe keeping of the ſaid Book,the Church 
wardens at the charge of the Pariſh, shall provide one ſure 
Coffer with three Locks, and Keys, whereof the one to re- 
main with the Miniſter, and the other two with the Church- 
wardens ſeveral, ſo that neither the Miniſter without the two 
Church-wardens, nor the Church-wardens without the Mi. 
niſter, shall at any time take that Book out of the ſaid Coffer. 
And henceforth upon every Sabbath day, immediately af- 
ter Morning or Evening Prayer, the Minifter, and Church- 
wardens shall take the ſaid Parchment Book out of the (aid 
Cotter, and the Mini in the preſen 
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dens shall write, and record in the laid Book, the names of 
all Perſons Chriſtned, together with the names, & ſurnames of 
their Parents, and alſo the names of all perſons married,and 
buried in that Pariſh, in the week before, and the day, and 
the year of every ſuch Chriſtning, Marriage, and Burial! : 
And that done, they shall lay up that Book, in the Coffer as 
before : and the Miniſter, and Church-wardens unto every 
page of that Book, when it shall be filled with ſuch Inſcri- 
ptions,shall ſubſcribe their names. Ardthe Church-wardens 
Shall once every year, within one month after the 25 day of 
March, tranfmit unto the Biſhop of the Djocels,or his Chan- 
cellor, a true copy 'of the names of all Perſons Chriſtned, 
Married,or-Buricd in their Pariſh in the year before (ended

'T He true, antient, and flouriſhing Churches of Chrift 
being ever defirous that their Prelacy,and Clergy might 
be lad as well in outward reverence, as otherwiſe regarded 
for the worthineſs oftheir Miniſtry, did think it fit by a pre- 
ſcript form of decent, and comely Apparel, . to have them 
known to the people, and thereby to receive the honour,and 
eſtimation due to the eſpecial Meſſengers, and Miniſters of 
Almighty God.

of Wills, or to take adminiſtrations of the goods of perſons 
dying inteſtate, and are thereby vexed and grieved, with 
many cauleleſs and unneceffary troubles, moleſtations, and 
expences : We conſtitute, and appoint, That all Chancel- 
lours, Commilſaries, or Officials, or any other exercifing 
Ecclefiaſtical Juriſdition whatſoever , $hall at the firſt, 
charge with an Oath all perſons called, or voluntarily ap- 
pearing before them for the probate of any Will, or the Ad- 
miniſtration of any goods, whether they know, or (moved 
by any ſpecial inducement) do firmly believe that the par- 
ty deceaſed ( whoſe Teſtament or goods depend now 1n 
queſtion) had at the time of his or her death, any goods or 

good debts in any other Dioceſs or Dioceſſes, or Peculiar 
Turiſdiftion within that Province, than in that wherein the 
faid party died, amounting to the value of 51, And if the 
ſaid perſon cited,or voluntarily appearing betore him,ſhall 
upon his oath affirm, That he knoweth , or ( as aforeſaid

| ok Parſon, Vicar, or Curat ſhall carefully inform 

themlelves every year hereafter, how many Popith Re- 
culants, men, women, and children above the age of thir- 
teen yeers,and how many being Popiſhly given(who though 
they come to the Church, yer do refuſe to receive the Com- 
munion) are inhabitants, or make their abode , either as 
Sojourners or common Gueſts in any of their ſeveral Part- 
ſhes, and ſhall ſer their true names in writing ( 1f they can 
learn them) or otherwiſe, ſuch names as for the time they 
carry, diſtinguiſhing the abſolute Recuſants from halt Re- 
cuſants :- and the ſame ſo far as they know and believe, ſo 
| diſtinguiſhed and ſet down under their hands, ſhall tru 
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preſent to their Ordinaries before the feaſt of the Nativity 
next enſuing, under pain of ſuſpenſion to be inflied up- 
on them by their ſaid Ordinaries : and fo every year here- 
after upon the like pain, before the feaſt of Saint John Bap- 
ziſt. Alſo we ordain, that all ſuch Ordinaries , Chancel- 
lors, Commiſlaries, Arch-deacons, Officials ,, and all other 
Eccleſiaſtical Officers, to whom che ſaid ireſentments ſhall 
be exhibited, ſhall likewiſe within one moneth after the. re- 
ceipt of the ſame, under pain of ſuſpenſion by the Biſhop 
from the execution of their Offices for the ſpace of half a 
year (as often as they ſhall offend therein) deliver them, or

7 Hereas for the reformation of criminous perſons,and 
diſorders in every Pariſh,the Church-wardens,Queſt- 
men,Side-men, and ſuch other Church-Officers are ſworn, 


diſorders committed by the ſaid criminous perſons, as alſo 
the common fame which is ſpread abroad of them, whereby 
they are often maligned.and ſometimes troubled by the faid 
Delinquents or their friends : We do admoniſh,and exhort 


and the Miniſter charged, to preſent as well the crimes,and 


_ all Judges. both Eccleſiaſtical and. Temporal, as they regard 
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and reverence the feartul Judgment ſeat of the higheſt Judg, 


that they admit not 1n any of their Courts , any complaint, 
plea,ſuit,or ſuits againſt any ſuch Church-wardens, Queſt-

O Church-wardens, Queſt-men, or Sidemen of any Pa- 
riſh ſhall be inforced to exhibit their preſentments to 
any having Ecclefiaſtical Juriſdiction above once in e- 
very year,where it hath been no oftner uſed,nor above twice 
in any Diocels whatſoever, except it be at the Biſhops Viſt- 
tation.

| O Church-wardens, Queſt-men, or Side-men ſhall 
be called or cited, but only at the ſaid time or times 
before limited , to appear before any Eccleſiaſtical Judg 
whatſoever.tor refuſing at other times to preſent any faults 
committed 1n their Pariſhes , and puniſhable by Ecclefia- 
ftical Laws.

likewiſe well affeQted, and zealoully bent to Religion, touch- 
ing whoſe life and manners no evil example is had, and 
except before he enter into, or execute any fuch office , he 
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ſhall take the oath of the Kings Supremacy 1n the preſence 
of the Biſhop, or in the open Court, and ſhall ſubſcribe to 
the Arcicles of Religion agreed upon in the Convocation, 
in the year one thouland five hundred fixty and two , and 
alſo ſhall ſwear, that he will ro the uctermoſt of his under- 
ſtanding, deal uprightly and juſtly in his office , without

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Civil and Ecclefiaſtical Law, and is a favourer of true Re- 
ligion, and a man of modeſt and honeſt converſation, under
